Provi­ 
sional President Huerta can do n) 
less than join him In his expression 
ol patriotic sentim ent and maintain 
unaltered 
his dignified 
attitude to­ 
ward Washington." 
This statem ent was made at tho 
National Palace today and appears 
to cast extrem e doubt upon any re­ 
newal of negotiations between Mexi­ 
co ajid the United States, according 
to the view of well informed persons 
here. 
Regardless of rumors and notwith­ 
standing the insistence of far-seeing 
friends, Huerta 
appeared more de­ 
termined tonight than at any time 
during the past week to retain the 
presidency and carry on his plans of 
installing the substitute congress. 
"Ob. no, I shall not quit." Huerta 
said. 
“I shall continue just as I have 
been doing to put forth my best ef­ 
forts to bring about the pacification 
of the country and thus fulfill tho 
promise I made on taking office."

said 
he would do all in his 
power fo protect Americans and oth­ 
er foreigners if conditions 
became 
such as to place them in danger.

dying out and the present Emperor 
Nicholas is likely to be the last of 
the Romanoffs to occupy the impe­ 
rial throne, according to a writer in 
“ Free Russia,’* a newspaper appear­ 
ing here. 
He says: 
“The young Alexis, the emperor1’s 
only son, is suffering from an incur 
able 
disease—tuberculosis 
of 
the 
bbhes, it i8 said—and can only be 
kept alive a few- months longer. The 
emperor himself has become the vic­ 
tim of fits of melancholy. 
His con- 
sort, the unfortunate empress, is still 
suffering' acutely from 
a 
complete 
nervous 
breakdown. 
The 
question 
arises, therefore, who will be the 
heir to Nicholas the Second, or will 
he be the last of the autocrats of 
Russia? 
The daughters of Nicholas 
cannot ascend the 
throne 
because 
Paul I. who hated his august mother, 
Catherine the Great, 
made 
a 
law' 
whereby it became impossible for a 
woman to reign in Russia. 
There­ 
fore, in case of the demise of Nich­ 
olas II, the throne would fall to his 
brother, Michael. 
But this is hardly 
possible, since lie has renounced all 
his rights and married morganatical- 
ly a Russian lady with whom he lives 
very happily far 
from 
court 
in­ 
trigues.’* 
The 
writer 
then 
discusses 
the 
grand dukes, but finds insuperable 
Objections to all of them. 


Miss Christabel Pankhurst, who di­ 
rects, from her exile in Paris, the 
campaign of the militant suffragettes 
In England, is after all only a recent 
recruit to militancy, as time is meas­ 
ured In politics in England.

ago than 1905, and it is found she 
ranged herself against the advocates 
of militancy.

brought forward “extending sympa­ 
thy to the citizens of East Ham in 
their refusal to administer the edu­ 
cation act on account of the unfair 
incidence of the rate.”

tion and then Miss Pankhurst, “while 
in sympathy with the resolution, was 
of the opinion that it would he safer 
to use constitutional means.” 
The latest step in the new' cam­ 
paign which the non-militant suffra­ 
gists will wage this winter in the 
British Isles, is the formation of an 
alliance with the Church of England. 
The new* alliance starts work with 
the blessing of six bishops and cf 
forts will be made to get a formal pro­ 
nouncement from the church of its 
attitude towards the question of equal 
suffrage.

has transformed itself from the joke 
o? the country, from the standpoint 
of baseball politics, into a dignified 
body. 
Or, rather, it will do this on 
1 December 10, when the annual meet­ 
ing convene^ in New' York and John 
K. Tener, governor of Pennsylvania, 
is unanimously elected president of 
the organization for a term of five 
years, with a salary of $25,000 an­ 
nually. 
The i>etty squabbles of tin) mag­ 
nates are now a thing of the past. 
Knowing the sort of man their new' 
leader is, they will stand by him in 
every ruling, confident always that 
he is sure of himself, sure that he is 
doing what he thinks best and that 
his judgment, is sound. 
This state­ 
ment does not need to be qualified. 
Tener’s administration should be the 
most successful the league has ever 
had. 
It 
is 
bound 
to be. 
Ho is a 
strong mail, a man with a will. 
But, 
what is more, he commands the re­ 
spect of every man in baseball, which 
can not he said of the other recent 
presidents of the league, though this 
should not be construed as throwing 
JUtld at their ability as executives. 
It is the attitude towards Tener that 
will prove t*ae biggest factor in his 
success as a league head.

The “inside** of the Tener propo­ 
sition has not been printed before 
this. 
The boom for the Pennsylva­ 
nia governor was born just as soon 
as the Philadelphia club elected Wil­ 
liam F. Baker, former polico commis­ 
sioner of New York city, as its head. 
Baker never had been used to being 
involved in such unseemly little quar­ 
rels as the magnates of the National 
league got mixed up in from time to 
time, but he came among their num­ 
ber at a moment when probably the 
worst of these was at its height, the 
electioneering for Robert \V. Brown, 
of Louisville, to succeed Tom Lynch 
making the league the laughing stock 
of the country. 
Whenever a sport 
writer had nothing else to say, he 
would throw' fun at the situation in

Before Baker began his efforts to 
learn how the other

stood in regard to Tener, he first 
wanted to know' how Tener stood in 
regard to accepting the position.

recalled a remark Tener had made 
aiound world’s series time to the ef­ 
fect that he would rather be head of

National 
league 
than

and went to Harrisburg to talk to 
the governor about it.
